INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 



The applicant has, after having received the international search report and the written opinion of the Internationa! 
Searching Authority, one opportunity to amend the claims of the international application. It should however be emphasized 
that, since all parts of the international application (claims, description and drawings) may be amended during the 
international preliminary examination procedure, there is usually no need to file amendments of the claims under Article 19 
except where, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to be published for the purposes of provisional protection or h3S another 
reason for amending the claims before international publication. Furthermore, it should be emphasized thar provisional 
protection is available in some States only (sec PCT Applicant's GuUU\ Volume J'A, Annexes BI and B2). 

The attention of the applicant is drawn to the faitt that amendments 10 the claims under Article 19 are not allowed where 
the Internationa! Searching Authority has declared, under Article 17(2). that no international search report would he 
established (see PCT Applicant s Guide, Volume l/A. paragraph 296). 

What parts of the international application may be amended ? 
Under Article 1 9, only the claims may be amended.

Within 2 months from the date of transmittal of the international search report or 1 6 months from the priority date, 
whichever time limit expires later. It should be noted, however, that the amendments will be considered as having 
been received on time if they are received by the International Bureau after the expiration of the applicable time 
limit but before the completion of the technical preparations for international publication (Rule 46.1). 



Where not to file the amendments ? 

The amendments may only be Hied with the International Bureau and not with the receiving Office or the 
International Searching Authority (Rule 46.2 1.

How ? Hither by cancelling one or more entire clatms, by adding one or more new claims or by amending the text of one 
or more of the claims as fsled. 

A replacement sheet runs; be submitted for each sheet of the claims which, on account of an amendment or 
amendments, differs from the sheet originr.I!y ff.cd 

All the clarms appearing or replacement sheet must be numbered in Arabic numerals Where a claim is 
cancelled, no renumbering of the other claims is required. In all cases where claims are renumbered, they must be 
renumbered consecutively (Section 205(b)). 

The amendments must be made in the language in which the interna lion al application is to be published. j 

What documents must/may accompany the amendments ? 
Letter (Section 205(b)): 

The amendments must be submitted with a letter. 

The tetter will not be published with the international application and the amended claims. It should not be 
confused with the "Statement under Article 19( \ )'° (see below, unr.er "Statement under Article >J( 1 )*']. 

The letter must be in English or French, at the choice of the applicant. However, if the language of the 
international application is English, the letter must be in English: if the language of the international 
application is French, the letter must be in French.
